PITTSBURG, Pa., May IO— Scores 
of persons were overcome by auto­ 
mobile exhaust fumes in the Twin 
Liberty tunnels through the South 
Hills here today. Increased traffic 
in the tunnels as a consequence of 
a strike of 3200 street car motor­ 
men 
and 
conductors 
caused 
the 
tubes to become choked with gases. 
First aid crews of the United States 
bureau of mines and the city fire 
department were rushed 
to 
the 
scene. 
When 
the rescue men reached 
the tubes they donned oxygen hel­ 
mets and went in. The tunnels were 
closed to all traffic and soon the 
rescuers 
were 
busy 
carrying 
out 
men and women who had collapsed. 
They were given first aid treatm ent 
and a number reported in a serious 
condition were sent to hospitals. 
The tunnels form the main gate­ 
way into the city from five thick­ 
ly populated suburbs. 
With 
the 
street cars tied up the tubes were 
crowded to capacity this morning, 
hundreds of motorists using this 
inlet to Pittsburgh from beyond the 
South Hills. 
Shortly after nine o’clock a traf­ 
fic jam tied up many machines in 
the tubes. The drivers, it was said 
failed to shut off their motors and 
soon the tunnels were clouded with 
fumes and virtually every occupant 
-af the stalled machines was affected. 
When the tunnels were thrown 
open to the public several months 
ago it was discovered that air shafts 
sunk from Mount Washington were 
insufficient to carry off the deadly 
gases. Bureau of mine men exam­ 
ined and found that persons passing 
through the tubes are affected bj 
carbon monoxide poisoning. The tun­ 
nels, it is said, were safe as long 
as motorists kept moving.

The Lloyd well in section 6-3-7, 
three miles east of Ada, looks as 
though it is good for at least 75 
barrels of 33 degree gravity oil at 
a depth of 1204 feet. The sand was 
reached early Saturday morning and 
penetrated only three feet. It may 
be that when the sand is drilled 
through the well will be consider­ 
ably better. 
This is the first paying well east 
of Ada this side the Stec-dman and 
Allen fields. It was drilled' by the 
same people, P. H. Smith and Jack 
Lloyd, who brought in the Wewoka 
field. This makes the second field 
in this part of the state for them 
to open. This is the first well they 
have drilled in Pontotoc County. 
The oil is black but thin and ap­ 
parently strong in gasoline. 
There is almost no gas in the 
hole, and consequently the well did 
not flow. 
Little excitement has been mani­ 
fested so far. but things are ex­ 
pected to break loose in that terri­ 
tory within a short time. 
Mr. Lloyd said the present hole 
would eventually be deepened, but 
that immediate work will be started 
on another well close to this one 
and will be drilled only to the 1J00 
feet sand. 
Pumping equipment is 
being rushed to the lease to take 
care of the production from this 
hole for the time being. 
The men who have been working 
on the lease express their pleasure 
and satisfaction in getting the pro­ 
ducer at so shallow a depth.

Here is the editorial: 
, “I never argue with Mr. Bryan,” writes the philosopher 
of Potato Hill; “he is a better talker than I am.” 
The people 
down in Flordia, where Mr. Howe spends his Winters, say 
that Mr. Bryan “dosen’t realize that the liquor men like pro­ 
hibition as well or better, than they liked the old days of 
license.” 
Mr. Howe believes that if prohibition could be en­ 
forced “it would be the greatest step in human progress;” 
but he is obliged to trust the evidence of his own eyes in 1^ 
own state. 
Kansas comes as near perfect virtue as any mortal 
community can hope to coipe. 
But it has been wetter, not 
dryer, since national prohibition. 
Mr. William Allen White 
denies this; but he is bn idealist. 
Mr. Howe won’t discredit 
his senses. 
He knows that Kansas farmers are being arrested 
every day for making bad whisky. 
Under license he hardly 
knew a woman who would take a drink. 
Now, though “not 
rpuch of a sport,” he has “seen hundreds of them at it.” 
Like the men, they drink “in a pure spirit of mischief” and 
“because they believe their rights are invaded.” 
Hear Potato Hill on the ine of the country: 
“The ordinary White Mule (moonshine whisky) is very 
common in almost every community, because it is so easily 
made. 
I know' women who have their cooks make it, as they 
‘put over* oatmeal for breakfast.

W ise motorists, after driving a new , 
car about 500 miles, drain the oil from ;

ghorough cleaning and refill with fresh 
oil. This operation should be repeated j 
a t least every additional thousand j 
miles during the life of the car. It is 
of great importance in prolonging the 
life of the car in th at it keeps the 
m otor free from particles of grit, 
m etal, sediment and other foreign sub­ 
stances which find their w ay into the 
Inner workings. 
Similar treatm ent should be accord­ 
ed tires for the same general reasons 
In order that they may deliver all of 
the mileage which has been built into 
them at the factory. 
At the end of 
every 2,500 miles of service a tire 
should be removed from the rim, de­ 
flated and all soapstone and grit re­ 
moved. The inside of the casing should 
be washed with clean gasoline and 
After drying should be dusted with 
talc. 
During this operation a close inspec­ 
tion should be made of the tread and 
the Inside of the casing for any cuts or 
fragm ents of glass or other foreign 
m aterials, according to tire experts. 
The rims should be cleansed of all 
rust and p a in t Rust on the rim s leads 
to quick deterioration if it works its 
way around or through the flap.
